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Trial set for alleged puppy killer

Dearinger rejects plea, will let jury decide guilt or innocence

The Lawrenceburg 
man who is charged with 
stomping a puppy to death 
before setting it on fire 
will let a jury of his peers 
decide if he is guilty or 
innocent. 


Paul “Doobie” Dearinger 
was expected to enter a 
plea last week in Anderson 
District Court, but opted 
instead to stand trial on 
a second-degree misde¬ 
meanor charge of animal 
cruelty. 


The trial is now set for 9 
a.m. Wednesday, Jan. 18 in 
District Court. 

Dearinger’s troubles 
started last September 
when, following an argu¬ 
ment with his girlfriend, 
he allegedly killed an 


8-month-old puppy at a 
residence on Dry Dock 
Road and tried to burn its 
remains. 

Police investigated and 
charged Dearinger with a 
misdemeanor. Following 
what prosecutors said was 
a lengthy investigation, the 
charge was ratcheted up to 
a felony for torture. 


An Anderson County 
Grand Jury declined to 
indict Dearinger on the 
torture charge, which 
prompted the county 
attorney’s office to restate 
the misdemeanor charge 
several months later.

Who stole babyjesus? 

Doll goes missing from resident's outdoor nativity

There’s Santa Claus, and reindeer pull¬ 
ing his sleigh. 

But now, no baby Jesus in the manger, 
asleep on the hay. 

Jinnie Mae Bixler of 505 East Woodford 
Street loves Christmas. 

She doesn’t love the fact that her baby 
Jesus, a doll she spent weeks looking for 
this summer, was apparently stolen from 
her front lawn’s nativity scene. 

Before moving into her Woodford Street 
home about four years ago, Bixler didn’t 
have an opportunity to decorate her lawn 
for Christmas where people on the street 
could see it. 

Now Bixler fills her yard with Christ¬ 
mas decorations, including the nativity 

“Everyone’s always talked about how 
pretty the yard was,” Bixler said. 

Bixler’s daughter, Earlene Cole of Lou¬ 
isville, helped her mom decorate the front 
yard two weeks ago, and said she helps 
decorate every year. Cole said she even still 
has white paint in her hair from when she 
helped paint the reindeer so that they’d be 
fresh and pretty. 

Bixler and her family, who were at her 
home for Sunday dinner, spent hours look¬ 
ing for the missing doll. 


“She had to have the perfect one, and 
she found it,” Cole said of the baby Jesus 
doll. 

Bixler said she wanted to find the per¬ 
fect doll, one that wouldn’t get ruined in 
the rain. She finally found one this sum¬ 
mer at a yard sale with hard plastic head, 
arms and legs. 

“He was just a cute little doll,” she said. 

She said usually doesn’t even put a real 
doll in the manger, but wraps something 
up to look like infant Jesus. 

“That’s what’s bad,” Bixler said, adding 
she didn’t think someone would take a doll 
of out a nativity scene. “That’s biblical.” 

Bixler said she wasn’t planning on filing 
a report with police, but after talking with 
her daughter, she said her husband plans 
to report the missing baby Jesus to the 
authorities. Bixler said she isn’t sure who 
took the doll, but just wants it returned. 

“If they just put it back in the manger, 
that’d be fine, no questions asked,” Bixler 
said. “That’s all I want. It’s just a doll, but 
it’s the principle of the thing.” 

For now, she’ll be looking for a replace¬ 
ment baby Jesus. 

“It looks empty, without anything in 
the manger at all,” she said.

Historic 
district met 
with anger 

Dozens pack senior center 
to share concerns

The historic district commis¬ 
sion wanted feedback for its 
final recommendation. 

And at 
the first 
public hear¬ 
ing Dec. 6 
regarding 
the proposed 
Lawrence¬ 
burg historic 
district, they 
certainly got 
it. 

More than 
80 property 
owners and 
citizens 
attended last 
Tuesday’s 
public hear¬ 
ing, debat¬ 
ing the potential control of the 
historic commission limiting 
property owner rights. 

“I enjoy restoring old things,” 
Kerry Padyn of 341 South Main 
said, speaking to the five-mem¬ 
ber commission. “We want to 
keep the original windows. I 
don’t want to lose my property 
rights as a homeowner. I don’t 
want the government, or a com¬ 
mittee of local government, to 
come into my home. We have 
enough government.” 

Mary Stockton, who said she’s 
lived in Lawrenceburg for 47 
years, said she remembered the 
smell of leather in the down¬ 
town Cartinhour store as she got 
her saddle fitted for her horse. 

But times have changed, she 
told the commission, and the 
historic district would be terri¬ 
bly restricting for the city. 

“We’re limiting Lawrence¬ 
burg by doing this,” she said. 

Ed Ruggles spoke to the audi¬ 
ence about present-day Main 
Street, much different than the 
Main Street of 50 years ago. 

“The historic district disap¬ 
peared a long time ago, ” Rug¬ 
gles said.

Lisa K. Wilhelm-Stanton’s 
nephew, Spc. Christopher 
R. Price, returned home 
after a year in Afghani¬ 
stan, touching off tears 
and a celebration that 
included him receiving a 
well-earned smooch from 
his fiance, who was also at 
Fort Knox to greet him. 

Stanton said the experi¬ 
ence of waiting for her 
nephew, who lived with 
her for several years and 
attended middle and high 
school in Lawrenceburg, 
was both breathtaking 
and nerve-wracking. 

“His fiance, Amanda 
Marie Page, and I sat on 
the bleachers [of the gym 
at Fort Knox] waiting for 
the soldiers to fall into for¬ 
mation,” Wilhelm-Stanton 
said. 

“We saw everyone with 
signs, from ‘Welcome 
Home, Soldier,’ to children 
holding signs that said 
‘Welcome home, Daddy, 
come and play with me.’” 

Page, his girlfriend, said 
the waiting was the hard¬ 
est part. 

“It was just so intense, 
sitting there and waiting 
with everyone else there, 
wives and children and 
girlfriends, all feeling the 
same way. 

“But when I finally saw 
him, it felt amazing.” 

Following his deploy¬ 
ment a year ago, it’s 
understandable that 
Wilhelm-Stanton and 
Page were a bit antsy last 
Friday morning while 
waiting for their soldier to 
appear. 

Wilhelm-Stanton, in an 
email described the wait, 
and Page’s response at see¬ 
ing her fiance, as follows: 

“On Friday at 6 a.m., 
he and about 150 other 
troops landed at Louisville 
Airport, then, by police 
escort, made it to Ft. Knox 
a little after 8 a.m. 

“Amanda Marie Page 
(Chris’s fiance) and I sat 
on the bleachers of the 
gym waiting for the sol¬ 
diers to fall into forma¬ 
tion. 

“At 10:30 a.m., the wel¬ 
come home celebration 
began, and behind the 


curtain were our troops. 
They slowly raised the 
curtain ... first we saw 
their combat boots, then 
the curtain rose to their 
knees and finally the 
curtain raised all of the 
way up and we saw our 
men and women, who 
are proudly serving our 
country and who had just 
returned home. 

“It was breathtaking 
to watch them stand 
there and nerve-racking 
because you can’t just run 
out and find your loved 
one until the order has 
been given. 

“Finally at what 
seemed like an eternity, 
the commanding officer, 
said ‘dismissed’ and every¬ 
one scattered to find their 
loved one. 

“Amanda and I didn’t 
move. We wanted to 
spot Chris from where 
we were standing. Then 
finally we saw him and 
shouted his name and I 
told Amanda to go and get 
her man. 

“She ran to him and 
embraced him with a big 
hug and kiss. 

“It brought tears to my 
eyes. 

“Then I made my way 
to him and said ‘Welcome 
home, soldier,’ and gave 
him a big hug from me 
and the rest of our fam¬ 
ily.” 

Wilhelm-Stanton said 
Price was given a 48 hour 
leave before he had to 
return to Fort Knox, and 
was eager to return to 
Lawrenceburg to spend 
time with family before 
heading back. 

“On our way back, I 
wanted to take him out to 
eat, so we went to Char¬ 
ley’s in Elizabethtown 
and, while we were there, 
some other customers and 
staff came by to welcome 
him home and thank him 
for his service. 

“It amazes me how we 
stand together as a nation 
and support our troops.” 

She said her nephew 
plans to marry next May, 
and the couple will live 
at Ft. Knox before he is 
deployed again late next 
year or early 2013.

commission to study a poten¬ 
tial unified government. The 
ordinance will be reviewed by 
the council, and then sent on to 
County Attorney Bobbi Jo Lewis. 

The city council voted 
unanimously 5-0 to approve the 
measure, with council member 
Sandy Goodlett absent from the 
Dec. 12 meeting. 

Giles made the first motion 
for the council to address the 
subject of unification, saying the 
city needed to do its part in “good 
faith” for the people the council 
represents. 

“But I know what the people 
wanted that night. And I want to 
do what the people want to do,” 
Giles said. 

According to reports from The 
Anderson News, dozens of resi¬ 
dents spoke at August’s joint city 
and county meeting in favor of 
unification. 

Both the city and county then 
approved a measure to authorize 
their respective attorneys to 
draft ordinances. These ordinanc¬ 
es, according to previous reports, 
would establish a commission 
to study the question of unified 


county and city government. 

The Anderson County Fiscal 
Court, however, tabled its pro¬ 
posed ordinance to authorize the 
creation of a committee to study 
unification for the second time 
at its Dec. 5 meeting, with Judge- 
Executive John Wayne Conway 
stating it wouldn’t be back on the 
agenda anytime soon. 

Giles said he wasn’t for or 
against unified government, but 
that he truly wanted to do what 
the people wanted to do. 

Council member Ken Evans 
agreed. 

“At least we’re wanting to do 
what we said we wanted to do,” 
he said. 

Council member Steve Rucker 
said he wanted to have a joint 
work session between the city 
and the county government 
before moving forward with a 
city ordinance on unification. 

“If we’re going to be in this 
together, we can’t have a meeting 
on this end of Main Street, and 
a meeting on that end of Main 
Street,” he said. 

Although the city had already 
approved a joint city and county 
measure regarding a unification 
ordinance, Myles said he did not 
think the council’s motion was 
redundant. 


In a letter passed out to the 
mayor and members of the coun¬ 
cil, Giles wrote that he would like 
to see the results of the commit¬ 
tee’s study and its recommenda¬ 
tions for the financial future 
of the county: “Finally, I feel 
the people of Anderson County 
have been let down and treated 
wrongly by the Fiscal Court’s 
action and that this item should 
be removed from the table and 
acted upon as it was intended.” 

Giles said all he asks is that the 
city do its part. 

“What happens from there is 
something else," Giles said. 

Other business 

The council unanimously 
approved to adopt a joint envi¬ 
ronmental policy to integrate 
environmental principles into its 
core philosophies and business 
practices. 

According to the policy, the 
city will “encourage all entities 
within the County and City to 
support these principles” and 
“shall work toward making 
Anderson County and the city of 
Lawrenceburg environmental 
leaders.”

The city council estab¬ 
lished a historic district 
ordinance and a historic 
district commission in 
2006, appointing the 
organization with the 
task of preserving the 
city’s historic character. 

About 2,300 local his¬ 
toric districts exist in the 
United States, according 
to Wendy Wheatcraft, 
the representative from 
the Kentucky Heritage 
Council who spoke at the 
meeting. 

“They [historic dis¬ 
tricts] can be accredited 
for saving many com¬ 
munities in Kentucky,” 
she said. 

Pen Bogert, the preser¬ 
vation administrator for 
the Bardstown historical 
review board, said the 
historic character of 
Bardstown’s downtown 
was No. 1 reason for its 
successful tourism. 

“It strikes me that if 
you’re going to have a 
historic district or live 
in one, there’s a little 
bit of trade off, because 
you’re already limited 
in your property rights 
by zoning...You accept 


more regulation, but it’s 
in the best interests of 
the community,” Bogert 
said in a follow-up phone 
interview. “You want to 
participate in a sense 
of participating in your 
community’s heritage.” 

Bogert said he respects 
property owner’s rights, 
but also considers the 
historic district useful for 
the greater good of the 
community, an attitude 
that doesn’t exist much 
any more. It’s more com¬ 
mon for property owners 
to be focused on them¬ 
selves. 

“That attitude, in the 
long term, is destruc¬ 
tive to the community,” 
Bogert said. “It is your 
property, but you also 
want to be respectful of 
your community heri¬ 
tage up to a point.” 

George Geoghegan, 
chairman of the commis¬ 
sion, said the first public 
hearing went better than 
he expected. 

“I thought it went bet¬ 
ter than I anticipated,” he 
said in a phone interview 
last Thursday. “I think 
that some of the opposi¬ 
tion is people’s reaction 
to over government right 
now to begin with. I 
think it’s the way a lot of 
people think of govern- 
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What's next 

The historic district commission will reconvene at its next monthly meeting, 
Dec. 20, and discuss the evidence and testimonies presented at the public 
hearing, Geoghegan said. 

"We will look at any of the requests that people make in being exempt," he 
said. 

There also may be a special-called meeting called to further discuss tax cred¬ 
its for property owners who would be included in the historic district.

ment right now.” 

As for limiting down¬ 
town growth, Geoghegan 
said he doesn’t see the 
historic district doing 
that. 

“They don’t really 
explain how that’s [the 
historic district] going to 
make it worse,” he said 
of the property owners 
who expressed worries 
over a dying downtown. 
“It seems to me if they 
do anything, the historic 
district would try to keep 
it in compliance with 
what’s already there.” 

One speaker at the 
meeting, homeowner 
Georgia Kennerly, agreed, 
stating those in the audi¬ 
ence were getting “so ter¬ 
ribly upset about some¬ 


thing that’s so trivia.” 

“Quite frankly, I don’t 
want trash in my neigh¬ 
borhood,” she said. 

Kennedy continued to 
say she knew people who 
owned property in histor¬ 
ic districts, and that those 
in charge would under¬ 
stand about homeowners 
making changes. 

“‘Go for it,’ unless 
you’re going to build a 
whorehouse and it’s char¬ 
treuse,” she said. 

Geoghegan said the 
historic district com¬ 
mission members 
understand that some 
properties cannot be 
maintained to its exact 
historical character. 

“They’re presuming 
that the historic district 


commission is not going 
to let them substitute 
something else,” he said 
of property owners. “I 
think that’s an assump¬ 
tion that may not be 
true. There is more than 
one way to skin a cat.” 

But others attending 
the meeting questioned 
why property owners 
should be giving this 
kind of power to the his¬ 
toric district commission. 

Deanna Crabb said 
homeowners should be 
allowed their freedoms, 
and be given more atten¬ 
tion as individuals. 

“It’s ours, we pay for 
it every month, and we 
should have the final 
say,” she said. 

Property owners not 
only voiced concerns 
about the effort in 
maintaining the historic 
character of their homes 
and businesses, but the 
expense as well. 

One speaker said she 
was concerned about pro¬ 
spective buyers shying 
away from looking at her 
100-year-old property if 
included in the historic 
district. 

Others doubted the 
true incentive that tax 
credits on renovations 


provide for homeowners. 

Multiple members of 
the audience suggested 
the historic district area 
be pared down to just the 
business corridor, instead 
of including many of the 
residences in the commit¬ 
tee’s proposed district. 

The Rev. Bob Ehr, 
pastor at First Baptist 
church said the congre- 
gration was fearful that 
the historic district would 
place an undue burden 
on their ministry, and 
requested the church’s 
properties be exempt 
from the district. 

Larry Giles, who intro¬ 
duced himself as “one of 
those bad guys” in the 
city council, reminded 
the audience that the his¬ 
toric district had yet to be 
finalized. 

“It can be changed, 
you all still workin’ on it, 
aren’t you?” Giles said as 
he turned to the commit¬ 
tee members. 

Then he turned to the 
audience. 

“Give it a shot. Think 
about it. I’m satisfied we 
will work it out to some 
conclusion.”

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Losing child leaves couple emotionally, financially drained

A stillborn child has 
the son and soon-to-be 
daughter-in-law of a 
local woman grieving 
and in need of help. 

Emilia Cornish’s son, 
Jacob Howard, and his 
fiance, Melissa Shannon 
were expecting a child 
Dec. 26, but a trip to her 
doctor late last month 
revealed that the unborn 
infant had no heart¬ 
beat. A few days later, 
the baby girl was born, 
touching off a heart- 
wrenching time for the 
young couple and leav¬ 
ing them hard-pressed to 
make ends meeting. 

The mother, Melissa 
Shannon, is a volleyball 
coach in Danville and is 
a niece of Rick Shannon, 
pastor at Alton Baptist 
Church. Howard, the 
father, works at a local 
bowling alley there. 

“She’s 23 and he’s 21,” 
said Cornish, who man¬ 
ages one of the Dollar 
Stores in Lawrenceburg. 
“They were so excited, 
so ready, and this has 
just turned their worlds 
upside down. 

“She’s not work¬ 
ing because they were 
waiting for the baby to 
be born, and he really 
hasn’t been able to work 
much since all of this 
happened.” 


The grief of losing 
a child has been com¬ 
pounded by a lack of 
income, Cornish said, 
adding that the young 
couple narrowly avoided 
being evicted from the 


apartment they recently 
rented to welcome home 
a new child. 

They also don’t have 
enough money to buy 
their daughter a grave 
marker. 



“The family has 
pulled together to do 
what it can,” Cornish 
said, “but can use some 
help.” 

Cornish said a fund 
has been established at 
Farmer’s Bank in Law¬ 
renceburg, and donations 
of any amount would be 
greatly appreciated. 

“I can’t heal their 
broken hearts as much 
as I wish I could, but I 
hope that the escrow 
fund set up at the Farm¬ 
er’s Bank will at least 
give them the opportu¬ 
nity to give their daugh¬ 
ter a beautiful headstone 
like they want and take 
some of the financial 
burden that has been 
put on them away,” she 
said. 

Cornish said every¬ 
thing was going well 


heading up to the baby’s 
expected birth date, until 
Melissa didn’t feel well 
two days after Thanks¬ 
giving. 

“She went to the hos¬ 
pital in Danville and 
learned that her daugh¬ 
ter, Marleigh Rae How¬ 
ard, had “already passed 
away.” 

Labor was induced the 
following day, and the 
baby was stillborn. 

“She weighed 6 
pounds 2 ounces and was 
191/2 inches long,” Cor¬ 
nish said. “Everything 
about her was perfect 
except for the fact that 
she was no longer with 
us. 

“The family got to 
spend time with this 
beautiful angel, we got 
to hold her and give her 
lots of hugs and kisses 


like promised. 

“I’ve seen a phrase 
that fit perfectly: ‘Held 
in our arms for a short 
while but in our hearts 
forever.’ 

“It took tremendous 
strength and love for 
these two young adults 
to go through this and 
the whole time each one 
was worrying about the 
other. 

Her funeral was at 
Stith Funeral Home in 
Junction City on Dec. 1, 
and burial was at the 
Junction City Cemetery 
under a weeping willow 
tree.” 

Cornish said the cou¬ 
ple still plans to marry 
Dec. 26, the date their 
daughter was to be born.

Answering unanswered 
historic district questions 


U sually, I ask the ques¬ 
tions. 

This time, however, I 
thought I’d attempt to answer 
objectively some 
of the questions 
that came up dur¬ 
ing the historic dis¬ 
trict commission 
public hearing 
Dec. 6. 

After speaking 
with members of 
the commission, as 
well as with rep¬ 
resentatives from 
the Bardstown 
historic district 
and the Kentucky 
Heritage Council, these are the 
answers I received: 

Q Who is included? 
Currently, the proposed area 
stretches from 215 North Main 
St. to Carlton Drive, including 
all properties fronting East 
Woodford Street beginning at 
the intersection of Woodford 
and Main and then east to the 
railroad crossing. The area also 


includes properties on College 
Street, and those properties on 
East Court Street at the inter¬ 
section of Court and Main to 
the railroad tracks. 

George Geoghegan, chair¬ 
man of the committee, said the 
commission felt the area had 
most of the historic properties 
still in decent shape than other 
parts of the city. 

Not all of these properties, 
however, will necessarily be 
included in the final recom¬ 
mendation of the historic dis¬ 
trict area. 

Q: What are the guidelines 
for properties in the historic 
district? 

As of now, they’re pretty 
general. Properties, including 
homes and businesses, should 
comply with the historic 
nature of the structure, and 
any alteration or new construc¬ 
tion must do the same. For 
example, if your house is built 
in the ‘30s, any addition should

reminded me _ 

that we need the 
cold to kill off all 
these germs that are making 
people sick. I agree winter 
does have its upside, but that 
doesn’t mean I have to like it. 

That said, we do have a 
little fun in the winter. Snow 
does a lot of good outside. 
Weird as it sounds, it serves as 
a blanket, protecting many 
winter plants. It also provides 
some very pretty scenery. I 
like looking at it, while I’m 
standing inside, next to the 
wood stove, drinking hot 
chocolate. 

While the disposal of my 
wood ashes creates a little 
work and outside time, it is 


free fertilizer. I use the silver 
trashcans to store my excess 
ashes for later broadcasting 
onto the lawn and gardens. It 
provides 5-10 percent potash, 
2 percent phosphate, and the 
equivalent of 50-70 percent 
limestone. Apply it at a rate 
of 40 pounds per 1,000 square 
feet in the garden and on the 
lawns, but not near acid lov¬ 
ing plants. 

As the cold weather draws 
near, my heart goes out to 
the little birdies. They work 
awfully hard at staying 
warm in our climate and 
a little extra food always 
helps. Christmas time means 
at home time for kids and 
making treats for the birds 
is a great activity that keeps 
them busy both inside and 
out. 

My favorite bird feeder is 
the old pinecone slathered 
in peanut butter and then 
rolled in birdseed. Tie a rib¬ 
bon to the top and then send 
the kids out to hang them 
from the trees. Place them 
where they can be seen 
from a window and the kids 
will maybe spend a little 
time away from the TV or 
computer to actually watch 
Mother Nature live. 

Speaking of Mother 
Nature, my friend Russell 
Crabtree came to my rescue 
with a bag full of persim¬ 
mons for me last week. He 


said the raccoons love to eat 
them and you can actually 
hear them crunching the 
seeds. They are pretty hard 
seeds. 

I use a pair of needle nose 
pliers to hold the seed on its 
edge and then use a really 
sharp knife to slice it open. 
They’re slippery little devils. 
Sometimes I use locking pli¬ 
ers and a hammer. It does 
take a little muscle. So, what 
does Mother Nature predict 
for this winter, based on the 
seed? 

Remember that if the 
inside of the seed depicts a 
spoon, lots of heavy snow is 
predicted. If it’s a fork, it’s to 
be a mild winter with pow¬ 
dery, light snow or a mix. A 
knife means really cold with 
icy winds. 

So, what did I get this 
year? Let me remind you to 
not shoot the messenger. It 
was a spoon. 

This might be a good 
time to also remind you that 
spring is only 13 weeks away 
from Christmas. How’s that 
for a positive ending! Now, 
get out there and cut any 
limbs that might fall onto 
the house. Let’s just make 
sure snow is the only thing 
falling on us this winter. 
Happy growing.

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maintain similar exterior 
aesthetics. 

Alterations, as defined 
by the 2006 historic district 
ordinance, may include any 
construction, replacement 
or remodeling on a building 
that changes the exterior 
structure, location or appear¬ 
ance. 

The historic district com¬ 
mission has not set any spe¬ 
cific design standards, and 
probably won’t until after 
the historic district is official¬ 
ly approved, Geoghegan said. 

Q Do the guidelines 
include paint color? 

In Bardstown it does. Pen 
Bogert, the preservation 
administrator for Bard- 
stown’s historic board, says 
the application and approval 
process for alterations, 
including paint color, takes 
about a month, once the 
property owner has applied 
for his or her certificate. 

Outside of whatever falls 
under the term “alterations,” 
the commission has not spe¬ 
cifically defined any more 
specific guidelines, including 
kinds of paint color. That 
doesn’t mean paint color 
won’t be included in future 
design standards, however. 

Q Do exterior alterations 
include landscaping? 

“We have not read that 
regulation to be that broad, 
but that doesn’t apply to 
anything right on Main 
Street anyway,” Geoghegan 
said, adding that landscap¬ 
ing would probably only be 
an issue if it obstructed the 
front of a property. 

Q What is the certificate 
of appropriateness? 

A certificate of appropri¬ 
ateness or CO A, is written 
permission from the historic 
district commission for the 
homeowner to make exterior 
or structural changes to the 
property. The current fee set 
for the certificate application 
is $50. Geoghegan said he’d 
like to see the council change 
that amount. 


In Bardstown, there is a 
sliding scale of fees. To apply 
to change your paint color, 
it’s $35. For major new con¬ 
struction, $500. 

Q How will the commis¬ 
sion be financed? 

All five members of the 
historic district commission 
were appointed by the city 
council, and are volunteers. 
According to the commission, 
the only person compensated 
for their time regarding 
historic district regulation 
enforcement would be the 
code enforcement officer. 
George Geoghegan, chairper¬ 
son of the commission, said 
there is the possibility that 
one of the members on the 
board will be performing the 
duties of a code enforcement 
officer free of charge. 

Q What grants will the 
city receive? 

If a historic district is 
established, Lawrenceburg 
can apply to become a Certi¬ 
fied Local Government. 

This means the city could 
receive a matching grant to 
assist with funding preserva¬ 
tion projects. However, these 
grants must be used in the 
exact manner the historic 
district commission said it 
would use them in its propos¬ 
al to the Heritage Council. 

Bogert said the grant 
Bardstown receives is used 
mainly to assist with his sal¬ 
ary, and to hire interns from 
UK’s school of architecture to 
document historic properties. 

Wendy Wheatcraft, the 
planning and research coor¬ 
dinator from the Kentucky 
Heritage Council, said grant 
amounts range from $3,000 
to $20,000. 

“Usually, we receive seven- 
10 grant applications a year, 
but it’s becoming more and 
more competitive,” Wheat- 
craft said via e-mail. 

Q What can I write off for 
tax credit? 

Homeowners can write off 
renovations on historic prop¬ 
erty as tax credits. However, 
both Bogert and Geoghegan 
confirmed that these reno¬ 
vations must be equal to or 
more than $20,000. Bogert 
also said there are few to 


no grants available that aid 
homeowners in updating and 
maintaining historic resi¬ 
dences. 

Q How will it be enforced? 

According to the ordi¬ 
nance, the commission only 
has the authority to enforce 
historic preservation guide¬ 
lines when it comes to altera¬ 
tions or changes being made 
to the exterior portions of the 
property. 

There is also a “demolition 
by neglect” clause, in which 
the commission has author¬ 
ity to issue a demolition per¬ 
mit if the structure presents 
a danger or health hazard to 
the occupant, or to its neigh¬ 
bors. 

Otherwise, no property 
owner is subject to following 
historic district guidelines, 
unless they decide to make 
alterations or undergo new 
construction. 

Q What are the fines for 
failing to apply for a CO A? 

If a property owner makes 
changes, but fails to acquire 
a certificate of appropriate¬ 
ness, he or she could face a 
misdemeanor charge and 
be fined $50-$500 for each 
offense. 

Each day’s violation shall 
constitute a separate offense. 
Those who disagree with 
the commission’s ruling can 
appeal in circuit court, and 
have the ruling reversed, 
Geoghegan said. 

Q Who decides if the his¬ 
toric district stays? 

After three public hear¬ 
ings and after both the 
joint planning and zoning 
board and city council have 
reviewed the commission’s 
recommendations, the city 
council will make a final 
vote on establishing the his¬ 
toric district. 

Future dates for public 
hearings, as well as any spe¬ 
cial-called meetings, will be 
announced in the Anderson 
News.

Things to consider 
as year comes to close 


A s we approach the end of 
the year, here are some 
topics that relate to that 
very subject. 

Buying and sell¬ 
ing a vehicle at the 
end of the year 
If you have sold 
or intend to sell a 
vehicle before the 
end of the year, be 
sure that the buyer 
transfers the vehicle 
at the county clerk’s 
office. Just signing 
the title will not 
remove your tax 
obligation for the 
next year. 

Whoever’s name is in the 
AVIS System (State Transporta¬ 
tion System) on Jan. 1 of that 
year is responsible for the prop¬ 
erty tax on that vehicle for that 
entire year. If you buy a vehicle 
from an individual this year, 
you will pay sales and usage tax 
at the time of transfer. 

If you buy a vehicle from a 
dealer, you will most likely pay 
the sales and usage tax to them 
and they will pay our office 
when they submit the paper 
work for transfer. 2012 property 
taxes will be entered into the 
AVIS System by the revenue 
department on Jan. 1. 

Normally the owner of the 
vehicle will pay that amount 
in their birth month or upon 
renewing their vehicle license 
(sticker). However, you can 
pay property tax before your 
renewal date. Some use their 
tax return and pay property 
tax early in the year and renew 
their vehicles registration when 
it comes due. Renewal notices 
are mailed by the revenue 
department 45 days before the 


expiration date. Our office will 
be closed Friday, Dec. 30 for the 
New Year’s holiday. 

Junking a vehicle 

If you have sold or plan to 
sell a vehicle for scrap, you must 
bring the title and license plate 
to our office and pay $1 to junk 
or remove that vehicle from 
your name. All taxes must be 
paid on that vehicle before this 
can take place. This must be 
done before the end of the year 
to avoid 2012 taxes. 

Just selling a vehicle for scrap 
does not remove your obliga¬ 
tions. 

Voter registration 

Those wishing to change 
their party affiliation to be eli¬ 
gible to vote in the May prima¬ 
ry election must do so by Dec. 31. 
We will accept postmarks. 

Anyone that changes their 
party affiliation after Dec. 31 
will not be allowed to vote in 
the May primary.

CASA asks for volunteers

Franklin and Anderson Coun¬ 
ty CASA is seeking dedicated 
volunteers to begin training in 
January 2012.

Drunk drivers who fear 
blue lights in their rearview 
mirrors should shiver even 
more when these two cops are 
on duty. 

Sgt. Kyle Lucas of the Law- 
renceburg Police Department 
and Deputy Brian Wooldridge 
of the Anderson County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office are the reigning 
DUI champions of Anderson 
County, and received recogni¬ 
tion for their efforts earlier 
this month. 

They were among 200 
officers honored statewide by 
the Kentucky Office of High¬ 
way Safety for leading their 
departments in DUI arrests, 
and received plaques for 
their efforts during the 2011 
Governor’s Impaired Driving 
Enforcement Awards in Lex¬ 
ington. 

Receiving the award is nice, 
they said, but pales when com¬ 
pared to the real reason they 
keep a hawkish eye out for 
drunk and impaired drivers. 

“I don’t do it for the award,” 
said Lucas, who has been with 
the Lawrenceburg Police 
Department since 2009. “I 
have a family at home, and 
if my family is driving down 
the road, I don’t want a drunk 


driving running into my fam¬ 
ily, or someone else’s.” 

Wooldridge, a former city 
officer who has been a deputy 
here for about four years, 
agreed. 

“My wife and kids are on 
the roads, too, and when you 
come up on a wreck that 
involves someone driving 
impaired, that will make you 
look at things differently,” he 
said. 

Both also agreed that when 
it comes to drunk drivers ask¬ 
ing “can’t you just give me a 
break?” they and their fellow 
officers aren’t about to honor 
that request. 

“Oh, people ask for a break 
all the time,” Wooldridge said. 
“That’s not going to happen 
because they could keep going 
down the road and kill some¬ 
body.” 

That attitude has given 
Anderson County a deserved 
reputation to being tough on 
drunk drivers. Not even for¬ 
mer UK basketball coach Billy 
Gillispie, who was charged 
here two years ago with DUI, 
escaped arrest and prosecution 
by County Attorney Bobbi Jo 
Lewis’ office, which maintains 
one of the highest successful 
prosecution rates in Kentucky. 

That stiff prosecutorial 


stance isn’t lost on those comb¬ 
ing the roads for drunk driv¬ 
ers. 

“You know when you go 
to court, the county attorney 
will be there on your side,” 
said Wooldridge, who won the 
award for the third time. 

Combined, the city police 
and deputies racked up rough¬ 
ly 150 total DUI arrests during 
2011 . 

“Impaired driving is not an 
accident — it’s an epidemic of 
careless disregard for human 
life,” said Bill Bell, director the 
Kentucky Office of Highway 
Safety, who presented the 
awards at the ceremony. 

“These officers, their 
departments and agencies ren¬ 
der a great service for public 
safety by removing drunken 
and drugged drivers from our 
roads.” 

In Kentucky, more than 
5,800 impaired crashes result¬ 
ed in 154 deaths and more 
than 3,200 injuries in 2010, 
according to statistics provided 
by the state. 

“Public safety improves 
exponentially every time an 
impaired driver is removed 
from the roadway,” Justice 
and Public Safety Secretary J. 
Michael Brown said. 

“Were it not for the actions 
of these men and women, 
there would undoubtedly be 
more accidents, injuries or 


worse on our streets and high¬ 
ways.” 

According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA), one 
out of every three Americans 
will be impacted by a drunken 
driving crash in their lifetime. 

“The decision to drive 
impaired is not only illegal, 
but reckless and irresponsible 


behavior,” said KSP Commis¬ 
sioner Rodney Brewer. “Law 
enforcement officers know 
that for every drunken driver 
that is removed from the road, 
it is potentially one less trag¬ 
edy some family will have to 
face.”

The first four books of the New Testament (Matthew, Mark, 
Luke and John) man has called the gospels. The word 
gospel means, “Good news or glad tidings.” Each of these 
four books gives detailed accounts of the coming of the Lord 
to the earth, how he walked among men and then was 
murdered, crucified and buried. But he stayed not in the 
grave but was resurrected. 


The next book that is known as history (Acts) details the 
coming of the church (kingdom of God). This book tells the 
people how to become the children of God (Acts 2, 8, 9, 10, 
16). ft also records how these early Christians worshipped. 


The New Testament has 21 letters. The first 14 are written by 
the Apostle Paul, and they are Romans, 1 Corinthians, 2 
Corinthians, Galatians, Ephesians, Philippians, 
Colossians, 1 Thessalonians, 2 Thessalonians, ITimothy, 

2 Timothy, Titus, Philemon and Hebrews. These special 
letters dealt with special needs and how the Christians are to 
handle such problems. The next seven letters were written by 
four different authors and each is named it author. They are 
James, 1 Peter, 2 Peter, 1 John, 2 John, 3 John and Jude. 


Revelation is the final book of the New Testament. The 
book gives the message that Jesus had for John and the 
period that he lived. Revelation says these things must 
shortly come to pass (Rev. 1:3). He encourages these first 
century Christians to remain faithful even if it cost them their 
lives. He tells them that the final victory belongs to Christ 
and His followers.

Against Duke. 

Wouldn’t you know it, The Goose, 
Jack Givens, was back in Rupp Arena 
last Thursday. As were over 14,000 
basketball fans who were treated to 
college basketball at its best. 

Women’s college basketball, that is. 

By now, you probably know that 
Kentucky took Duke’s early punches, 
then rallied for a 72-65 win. Granted, 
there were about 9,000 empty seats in 
the big house last Thursday - about 
9,000 more vacancies than when a big 
name men’s basketball team would 
come to town. 

But it was still the largest gather¬ 
ing to ever see the Wildcat women 
play in Lexington. 

In other words, times really are 
a-changing in Lexington under the 
direction of Matthew Mitchell. 

Mitchell sees no reason why the 
Kentucky women can’t have success 
like the Wildcat men. They are unde¬

And Mitchell has begun to stock¬ 
pile talent in a manner that would 
give John Calipari a run for his money.

Five years ago, players like Mathies 
and Goss would probably have 
ended up elsewhere, but Mitchell has 
brought in so many good ones that he 
routinely uses 10 or 11 players each 
night. Memorial Coliseum, where the 
Wildcats normally play, rocks when 
they take the floor. 

And what is scary, if you are look¬ 
ing at playing the Wildcats later this 
year, is that maybe the best, UConn 
transfer Samarie Walker, won’t be 
eligible until Sunday’s game at Notre 
Dame. 

The UK women will never come 
close to the love for the men’s team, 
but that doesn’t mean their game is 
not exciting and intense. And it’s fun. 

Give their game a chance. You’ll be 
glad you did.

Bearcats to get first 
test of season at Shelby 

Lady Bearcats heavily favored in district matchup

Anderson County will get its first 
test of the young basketball season 
Friday night when the Bearcats take 
on Shelby County in the second game 
of a doubleheader at Shelby ville. 

The Anderson and Shelby girls will 
play the first game at 6 p.m. 

While the Anderson girls will be 
heavily favored, the boys’ game will 
give some insight into both teams and 
where they stand in the 30th District 
and the Eighth Region. 

Anderson has gotten off to a good 
start at 3-0 despite not having a large 
number of players available to prac¬ 
tice or play until Dec. 5 as 14 expected 
to be on the varsity, junior varsity or 
freshman rosters were part of the 
school’s state runner-up football team 
that did not finish playing until Dec. 3. 

Yet the three teams Anderson 
has beaten stood at a combined 3-12 
through games of last weekend. 

Shelby has struggled early, going 1-4 
with the only victory being over win¬ 
less Mercer County. Shelby’s four loss¬ 
es have all been by at least 17 points. 

Yet, a year ago, Shelby struggled 
mightily but defeated Anderson 55- 
54 on Eric Schreiner’s buzzer-beating 
prayer from 3-point land. 

“They are very athletic and like 
to play fast,” says Anderson assistant 
coach Bryan Hyatt, who has seen the 
Rockets play. “Shelby likes to press and 
run.” 

The Rockets have gotten a boost 
from Bryan Wallace, a transfer from 
Dunbar, who was averaging nearly 
20 points a game in Shelby’s first four 
contests. Schreiner, a senior, is averag¬ 
ing 12 points a night. 


A year ago, Shelby had plenty of 
size up front, but the Rockets lost four 
players to graduation. This year, no 
starter stands over 6-feet and Shelby 
has five freshmen that could see 
action. The Rockets have some talent 
but is young. 

Anderson, which had a double¬ 
whammy of having last year’s game 
postponed due to a December ice 
storm and a flood of injuries through 
the season, looks to avenge the shocker 
from last year. In December, the 
Bearcats were playing well and looked 
as if they might develop into a team 
that could earn a regional tournament 
berth. 

By February, Anderson was reeling. 
Nothing underscored it more than the 
Shelby game, as the Bearcats blew a 7- 
point lead in the final 90 seconds. 

Anderson, which is still trying to 
find the right combination, appears 
to be on the right track, but Friday’s 
contest will be the Bearcats’ toughest 
test yet. 

Saturday, the Bearcats return home 
to host another Eighth Region foe, 
Walton-Verona. Tuesday, the Bearcats 
return home to play Lexington Sayre. 

Lady Bearcats expected to swamp Shelby 

The Lady Bearcats will be so heav¬ 
ily favored to dispatch of a Shelby 
that Anderson coach Tony Kays might 
have to remind his team about over- 
confidence. 

A year ago, the Lady Bearcats did 
not play particularly well, yet still 
won 61-22 in the regular season, then 
pummeled the Lady Rockets 52-15 in 
the 30th District Tournament. 

However Shelby, which went 3-22

“But we needed some other 
people to step up.” 

After struggling through 24 min¬ 
utes, Anderson took the lead for good 
when Makenzie Cann drove the lane 
for a contested layup to open the 
fourth stanza. Ironically, Cann had 
suffered through an uncharacteristic 
off night, going just 2-for-10 from the 
field and even firing up an airball at 
the free throw line. She finished with 
nine points. 

After Lincoln’s Kourtney Belcher 
hit one of two free throws, Anderson’s 
Sydney Brown scored on a nice move 
along the baseline and Kali Whiteside 
sank a free throw to make it 32-28. 

After another Lincoln free throw, 
this time from Sydney Harris, McKee 
threaded a pass to Destiny Stewart, 
who buried a 3-pointer from the left 
side to make it 35-29. Lincoln was 
never closer than five the rest of the 
way as McKee riddled the Patriots 
with drives through the lane and hit 
five of six free throws in the final two 
minutes. 

The Lady Bearcats had sputtered 
all night as Lincoln took away nearly 
everything the Lady Bearcats like 
to do offensively. “Tonight we were 
just out of sync,” Kays said. “Credit 
Lincoln County for that. They played 
very good defense. 

“We played hard, but I had the feel¬ 
ing from the start that this one could 
be ugly.” 

Lincoln opened an early 9-4 lead, 
but the Lady Bearcats counter- 
punched with a 9-0 run in the second 
quarter that put them up 18-13. The 
prosperity was not long-lived, howev¬ 
er, as Anderson made several mental 
errors in the final minute of the first 
half, allowing Lincoln to get back 
within 18-17 at the break.

Peach reflects on season, 
eyes future of Bearcat football

The process is still ongoing for 
Anderson County football. 

Back when he 
was hired to restore 
Bearcat football 
in December of 
2004, Mark Peach 
uttered some words 
rarely heard in 
conjunction with 
Anderson County 
and football. 

But there was 
Peach, moments after taking the 
job seven years ago, saying that 
Anderson County could win a 
football game in early December 
and carry home a big trophy. He 


was taking over at a school that, 
even with a relatively strong 
athletic history, had never won a 
state championship in any sport 
sanctioned by the Kentucky 
High School Athletic Associa¬ 
tion. 

(The school’s only titlist in 
any sport, the 1964 girls’ track 
team, won a state title before 
the sport was picked up by the 
KHSAA two years later.) 

But Peach also knew that 
30 miles down the road, Boyle 
County, everybody’s homecom¬ 
ing foe not too many years 
before, had just won its fifth 
straight state title. He saw no 
reason it could not happen in

Anderson County. 

And even though Ander¬ 
son County just experienced 
a remarkable football season 
with a state runner-up fin¬ 
ish, they are still climbing 
the mountain to where Peach 
wants to take the program. 
There is still one step up, a 
large one at that, to a state 
championship. 

Peach also wants the pro¬ 
gram to advance to the point 
where a season like 2011 is the 
norm, not the novelty. 

If the program becomes a 
consistent statewide contend¬ 
er, Peach says the players who 
played their last down of high 
school football in Bowling 
Green will have had a major 
role in the development of the 
program. 

“I told the group that I 
hope they can look back and 
see that they have been part 
of the process,” Peach said 
last week. “They are the first 
group that got to the finals.” 

In fact, the current seniors 
have experienced several firsts 
in 2011. They are the school’s 
first regional football champi¬ 
ons. They are the first to play, 
and win, in a state semi-final 
game. And they are the first to 


be playing on the final week¬ 
end of the high school football 
season in Kentucky. 

“Now we have got to figure 
out how to win a champion¬ 
ship,” Peach said. 

And that final rung of the 
championship ladder is the 
most difficult, especially for 
the program trying to get 
there for the first time. Of the 
12 teams that made the finals 
weekend, eight had combined 
for 56 state titles. Take High¬ 
lands and Trinity out of that 
number and you still have six 
combining for 14. 

Six of the 12 teams in Bowl¬ 
ing Green on the first week¬ 
end in December had been 
there in 2010. Peach indicated 
that while his team played 
with effort, it was not happy 
with its performance. Ander¬ 
son went without a touch¬ 
down for the first time since 
the final game of the 2006 sea¬ 
son when Lexington Catholic 
beat the Bearcats 36-0. 

“Part of the reason we 
didn’t play well was our oppo¬ 
nent. Bowling Green was an 
outstanding football team. 
They are the best we have 
played since I have been here,” 
Peach said. 

Peach indicated that some 
of his players appeared awed 
or overwhelmed by the sur¬ 
roundings and hoopla that 
accompany the state finals. “It 


is part of the process,” he said. 

And now, the process 
includes making sure expec¬ 
tations remain high and the 
natural tendency to rest on 
one’s laurels after getting so 
far stays away. 

“We don’t want this to be 
a one-time thing,” Peach has 
said many times since the 
final horn sounded on Dec. 3. 

The Bearcats’ numbers are 
often below their opponents. 
At the finals, Anderson had 58 
players listed on the official 
roster. Bowling Green had 95. 

Peach, however, says it is 
not a huge issue. 

“Sure, we would like for it 
to be better,” he said about the 
numbers. “But you have to 
have players here who want to 
be here. To be at the level we 
were and we want to be, you 
have to have a certain amount 
of work. You have to have peo¬ 
ple willing to put that in.” 

Bowling Green did not 
have a player starting on both 
sides of the ball while Ander¬ 
son had six. “That is a huge 
advantage,” he said of Bowling 
Green’s superior numbers. 

Peach says he and his staff 
have tried to get others to 
come out for football. 

“We hit the hallways every 
year,” he said. “You can’t make 
a kid come out. 

The Bearcats also only had 
five assistant coaches working 


mainly with varsity football. 
Bowling Green had 11. “(Bowl¬ 
ing Green coach) Kevin Wal¬ 
lace told me that each coach 
had one area he worked on.” 

However, Peach says Ander¬ 
son has some advantages, as 
well. “We have quality people,” 
he said of his staff. “We are 
blessed here. Our freshman 
team went 4-2. Our junior var¬ 
sity team went 7-2 and lost to 
Collins twice, once in overtime 
and once in the last minute. 
Our freshman team quarter¬ 
back was on the J V 

“Our middle school program 
has been very good. Coach 
(Brian) Holloman does a great 
job with them. When the kids 
get to the high school, the 
terminology is not foreign to 
them. 

“They understand what we 
are trying to do.” 

Because the foundation 
is solid, Peach expects the 
Bearcats to be strong again in 
2012 despite the loss of the top 
passer in Class 5A, Seth Carmi¬ 
chael, and the school’s all-time 
leading scorer, Ethan Kelly. 
Four of the five starters on the 
offensive line will graduate as 
will kicker Bill Rose and sev¬ 
eral other key players. 

“I think we will be just 
fine,” Peach said of 2012. “I am 
excited about our future.” 

The last two years, the 
Bearcats have been a com¬ 


bined 21-7 with a district 
championship, a regional 
runner-up, regional champion¬ 
ship, semi-state crown and an 
appearance in the state final. 

“In 2009, when Jake (Rus¬ 
sell) and that group left, 
people were saying, ‘What are 
we going to do?’ I think we did 
OK.” 

Peach is confident fresh¬ 
man Zach Carmichael will 
take over for his brother. 
“What better person to replace 
a Carmichael than a Carmi¬ 
chael?” Peach smiled. 

Other players such as 
Tristan Ashburn, Austin Hall, 
Granville Hayes and Ross 
Cox, all of whom played key 
roles, will return. “We have 
some other young kids that 
we think will be very good,” 
Peach said, “and we have a 
great group of young linemen. 
We will be fine.” 

The 2011 Bearcats turned 
their equipment in last Mon¬ 
day. 

“There is always a certain 
finality to the Monday after 
the last game of the season,” 
Peach said. “Some of our 
seniors were the last ones to 
leave that day. They cared. 

“When you have a group 
that really cares, that is when 
you can do something special.”

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Fish and Wildlife hosts second annual youth hunt

As Jason Wells and 
Phillip Crane, conser¬ 
vation officers with 
Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Department, 
were growing up, hunt¬ 
ing was what kept them 
entertained and out of 
trouble. 

“Jason and I grew up 
together,” Crane said. 
“Part of our goal was if 
we got back to our area, 
we’d give back to our 
community.” 

They hoped to provide 
the same for other chil¬ 
dren who might not oth¬ 
erwise have 
the opportu¬ 
nity to enjoy 
the out¬ 
door sport 
through the second 
annual Anderson 
County Sportman’s Club 
Youth Hunt. 

“There’s a world of 
kids out there that want 
to hunt, and we provide 
that forum,” Crane said. 

About 27 children, 
ages 10-15, attended the 
free two-day event on 
Oct. 8-9. Officer David 
Goodlett, as well as con¬ 
servation officers Gabe 
Welch, Bill Spears and 
Sgt. Damon Foster, assist¬ 
ed with the youth hunt 
as guides. 

“It was a bigger deal, 
it was a larger event,” 
Crane said, comparing 
this year’s event to the 
previous year’s inaugural 
hunt. 

The first weekend in 
October was reserved 
as instructional time 
for the hunters, most 
of whom were begin¬ 
ners. Hunters learned 
about hunter safety and 
practiced at the shooting 


range.
